Union And League 


Open Discussion 
On New Contract 


Negotiations are currently 
underway between the United 
Knitwear Manufacturers Lea- 
gue and the Knit Goods Work- 
ers Union, Local 155, ILGWU, 
for a new wage agreement cov- 
‘ring knitting mills in the Metro- 
olitan New York area. The 
eague is the local manufac- 
urers collective bargaining unit. 
The current agreement will ex- 
ire on Saturday, July 15. 

At the initial meeting held 
on June 28, representatives of 
both the League and Union ex- 
changed proposals for terms of a 
new agreement. 
initial session ran several hours, 
no agreement was reached at the 
conclusion of the meeting. 

Spokesman for the League’s 
bargaining committee was Ha- 
rold Korzenik, UKML counsel. 
The union delegation was 
headed by Louis Nelson, Local 
155 manager and a vice presi- 
dent of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union. Mr. 
Nelson reportedly expressed the 
hope at the meeting that the un- 
broken record of peaceful agree- 
ment in the local industry will 
not be marred this year after 
27 years of amicable relations. 

Both groups are scheduled 
to hold another meeting on 
Tuesday, July 10. 

The agreement which will ex- 
pire next Saturday had been 
negotiated in July, 1958, and 
was the first three-year agree- 
ment to be signed in the local 
area. The agreement at that time 
provided for wage increases for 
mechanics, cutters and knitters, 
amounting to $4.00 a week and 
to all overtime workers to the 
tune of $3.00 weekly.

After cloth is doffed from a 
machine, it is carefully inspected 
on a bright-light fabric inspection 
machine for imperfections. Actu- 
ally, this is the first of two rigor- 
ous inspection procedures to 
which each roll of cloth must be 
subjected before it leaves the 
plant. The second inspection is 
done after calendering and slit- 
ting of the cloth into the open 
width. 

Following first inspection, the 
cloth then leaves the knitting

In the knitting room, the 
Morat machines are laid out in 
rows in such a fashion that each 
unit can be screened off from 
those adjacent to it in the event 
machine segregation is required 
to prevent fly contamination 
from yarns of different color or 
fibrous composition. The area 
occupied by each machine is 
banked on all four sides by 
curtain hardware to which 
heavy but transparent plastic 
film screens extending from the 
ceiling to the floor are affixed. 
In addition, each machine has a 
bank of powerful overhead 
fluorescent lights around it. 

Machine Attachments 

All machines in the line are 
fitted with tension and yardage 
devices to assure smooth and 
uniform feeding of yarn to the 
knitting elements. Cloth off each 
unit is continuously inspected by 
the knitter for obvious defects 
and every machine is periodic- 
ally hosed down by air pressure 
to remove accumulations of lint. 
Cloth is doffed in 40-yard rolls 
roughly every four hours. 

Knitfabs uses the Morat ma- 
chines for knitting both plain 
double pique and fancy rib jac- 
quard fabrics. The pattern wheels 
are removed from the machine 
when knitting the former type of 
cloth. Pattern wheels for the 
Morat machines can be quickly 
set up by means of the Morapid 
pattern setter. This device, which 
Operates on a push-button prin- 
ciple, utomatically positions 
Jacks in the pattern wheels for

Knitfabs is equipped with 
two types of calenders — an 
Italian unit which is used to 
produce special effects or which 
is utilized for special types of 
fabrics, and a well-known ten- 
sionless open width finishing 
machine. This unit combines 
the following operations: ten- 
sionless framing and steaming 
and the slitting and opening of 
the tubular knitted yardgoods. 

High Quality 

After the cloth comes off 
this unit or the Italian calen- 
dering machine, it is then in- 
spected once more and imper- 
fections mended. The mill boasts 
of an unusually low rate of de- 
fects attributed to (1) quality 
control techniques utilized in the 
knitting room and (2) to careful 
inspection immediately follow- 
ing doffing of cloth from the 
knitting units. 

The tentering frame is de- 
signed to finish cloth at desired 
widths. Only certain types of 
fabrics are processed on this 
frame. The final operation of 
semi-decating is done on a 
Gessner machine. In this unit 
the fabric is fed between blank- 
ets of soft velvet cloth around 
a steam cylinder. The operation 
enerally runs about five minutes 
nd involves steaming and cool- 
ig. A thermostat on the outer 
anket of the roll assures thor- 
ough penetration of the steam 
from the cylinder through all 
lays of the cloth.

The nature of the construction 
makes for a knit fabric achieving 
the stability normally associated 
with a woven fabric, at the same 
time giving the manufacturer and 
consumer the hand and drapabil- 
ity which is inherent in a knitted 
structure. Thus, double jersey 
cloth overcomes the basic fault 
of the plain jersey fabric — the 
tendency to sag when used in a 
full length garment — without 
sacrificing the flexibility of the 
knit construction. 

The technique of double jersey 
knitting also permits the manu- 
facture of a fabric in a weight 
— 15-16 ounces on 64 inch 
width --- which would tend to 
be soggy and heavy in a single 
Jetsey construction, rather than 
crisp and lively as in wool double 
jersey. 

While the first double jerseys 
sold here were imported, the 
knitting trade soon began to im- 
port the machines on which these 
goods were made. Led by the 
Morat. the number of machines 
brough: into this country has 
increas: rapidly. There are to-

THE single most significant development in recent years in the 
knit goods field in this country has been the rise of the double jersey 
yardgoods, or as it is more commonly called, double knit fabric. 
This has been a standard staple fabric in Europe for many years. 
The popularity of double jersey cloth is based on both its utility

day probably a dozen different 
machines being used here to 
make the standard double pique 
stitch, including the Morat, Ter- 
rot, Stibbe, Fouquet, the various 
Bentley machines, Dubied, and 
Mayer and the various Amer- 
ican machines which have been 
developed, made by Supreme, 
Wildman Jacquard, Philip, and 
Scott and Williams’ Brinton Fab- 
rics Division. 

It is also possible to convert 
certain interlock machines to 
simulate many of the double 
jersey effects. The above listed 
manufacturers make different 
models, some of which are better 
for jacquard and fancy goods, 
some for the plain double pique 
stitch. The particular machine 
used would depend on the num- 
ber of machines in the unit and 
the aim of the operation. The 
determining factors, in addition 
to price, shipping costs, installa- 
tion charges, etc., involve such 
diverse items as production rate, 
cost of pattern changes, scope of 
pattern and stitch, and similar 
related questions. 


‘New Prospects In Double Jersey Yardgoods of Acrilan 


Chemstrand has been well 
aware of the potential of this 
field for some time and has ex- 
perimented broadly with a com- 
bination of deniers, twist, yarn 
counts, and methods of manu- 
facture in order to enable the 
market to utilize Acrilan to its 
best advantage. At the present 
time, the only fibers which have 
made significant impact in the 
double jersey field have been 
wool and cotton, with the great 
preponderance of the work hav- 
ing been done in wool. When the 
first double knit fabrics were 
imported, they were of wool, and 
when the first machines began to 
come in, it was only natural that 
the knitters would turn to the 
same fiber. The price of wool 
made no real difference. With 
commission knitters getting $1 a 
pound for knitting fabric, and 
dyers charging top prices, and 
the cutters eagerly seeking goods, 
there was no necessity to look 
elsewhere. 

So it went, through the fall, 
1960, and spring, 1961. For 
fall 1961, however, there will 
undoubtedly be some changes. 
The $1 a pound price for knit- 
ting is now considered very high, 
and the former prevailing price 
of $5 a yard now varies from 
$4.25, $4.05, $3.86% down to 
as low as $3.75. Fall, 1961 will 
still be primarily a wool season 
in double jersey, but there are 


many machines where there =. 
once very few, there is much ~ 
production where once there was — 
little, and there is competition 
where once there was a very tight 
little market. 
As the competition on wool 
double jersey begins to get 
tougher, new yarns must be 
sought. New and greater utility 
must be built into the fabric — 
washability, greater wrinkle re- 
covery than even a wool knit 
has, easier cleaning, pleatability 
— all the characteristics which 
are associated with such fibers 
as Acrilan. It is a natural transi- 
tion. 
With a few exceptions, most 
of the fabrics sold today in 
worsted double knits are made 
from dyed yarns, primarily via 
the package dye route. 
Worsted yarn counts range 
from 1/27 to 1/36, depending 
on the cut of the machine, with 
most machines running from 
16.7 to 18 cut. The problem of 
the fiber producer today is that 
of making a fabric which feels 
and handles like the popular 
worsted double jersey, since the 
cutter is used to, and accepts, 
this hand. In order to achieve 
this effect Chemstrand has done 
a great deal of experimenting 
with deniers on the coarse side 
of the conventional 3.0 denier, 
in combination with the spin-

Sponsored by 


‘he Burlington Throwing Co. of High Point, N. C., 


a converter and 


supplier of stretch yarns, the presentation provided a comprehensive 


cross-section of stretch garments 
which were either woven or 
knitted on circular and warp 
machinery. 

Many unusual swim suits 
from the U. S. and Europe were 
hown. Jantzen models included 
curopean-made Helanca nylon 
high style suits. These were in a 
ively shade of navy blue with 
white trim and one had blue 
trunks with a white overblouse 
:ffect which was trimmed in 
blue. Another Jantzen suit was 
. halter neck maillot printed in 
abstract swirls in shades of gray 
and black. A leopard print de- 
igned a high front low back 
suit by Cole of California. Blue 
and white horizontal stripes pat- 
erned a Rose Marie Reid 
sheath. 


European Swimwear 

Suits from European manu- 
facturers included a maillot with 
irregular vertical stripes and a 
plunge back maillot knitted in 
a small red and blue diamond 
jacquard. One of the most un- 
usual suits ever to emerge from 
the European scene was a mail- 
lot with high scoop neck, deeply 
plunging back and push-up 
sleeves. Colorfully contrasted 
against the black of the suit was 
a center vertical line of Swiss 
embroidery. 

Emilio Pucci’s beach ensem- 
ble included a striped suit and 
cover-up. Horizontal _ stripes, 
which were slightly narrower on 
the suit, were in two shades each 
of aqua and blue. 


For covering up any swim 
suit there was a blue and white 
horizontally striped hooded 
slipon with turn back cuffs on 
bracelet length sleeves. 

Countless ski and apres ski 
outfits were in evidence as proof 
that slacks have until now been 
the garment to benefit most from 
the use of stretch fabric. Solids 
were prominent as were floral, 
Swiss and other patterned jac- 
quards.

Sandi Uses High 
Colors As Focal 
Point Of Fancies 


In its collection of cotton 
goods for fall, Sandi Fabrics, 
Inc. has emphasized novelty de- 
signs and to a slightly lesser ex- 
tent, surface texture. Colors re- 
presented in the line are almost 
as varied as the designs, but gen- 
erally hot shades predominate. 
They include Pam teal, French 
blue, marigold, candy apple, 
cerise, Italian luggage and emer- 
ald green. 

Using these featured shades 
along with many others, the de- 
signers at Sandi have created ex- 
tensive interpretations of stripe, 
check, plaid, geometric and her- 
ringbone motifs as well as Nor- 
wegian, and other jacquard de- 
signs. 

The coordination of these 
fancies in pick- up-color solids, 
—aimed primarily at the sports- 
wear trade for mix-and-match 
pieces — is a feature of this 
house. For example, a_ print 
dress could be teamed with a 
solid color jacket in a pick-up- 


color or vice versa. With a range 
such as that offered here, a vari- 
ety of coordination possibilities 
are foreseeable. 

The highlighted colors men- 
tioned above usually appear as 
the focus of attention within a 
dark or muted background. Ex- 
amples readily cited come from 
the stripe, geometric, plaid, self- 


textured and herringbone fami- | 


lies of designs. 

Perhaps the most unusual 
striped fabric is knitted in 
Sandi’s satin stitch. It is a three- 
color, two-width stripe that high- 
lights a bright shade within a 
background of black and white. 
The former is the same size as 
the color; the latter is pencil 
thin. A bright color such as 
magenta in the wider width al- 
ternates with each black and 
white repeat sequence. 

A large, three-color argyle 
plaid also features one color 
primarily while the others, al- 
though bright, play a_back- 
ground role. One combination 
has a taupe-like gold imparting 
a certain subtlety to kelly green 
which is also in the background. 
A bright plum is the featured 
color and forms the crossover

As far as sales go, the most 
outstanding fabric is a flat, fine 
gauge jersey knitted in a giant, 
slightly asymmetrical herring- 
bone design. On a black heather 
background, the zig zag effect is 
executed in French blue, cran- 
berry, teal, kelly or marigold. 

Leading in the extensive 
group of fancy textured surfaces 
is a fabric that is a variation of 
one that had immediate and con- 
tinued success upon its creation 
over two years ago. Carryover 
threads create a three-dimen- 
sional effect here. The design 
consists of a half inch stripe that 
alternates with a group of small- 
er stripes. 

Geometrics are numerous and 
quite popular, especially for the 
sportswear trade. One of the best 
fabrics in this category has a dia- 
mond motif set against a mottled 
background. In pattern, these 
diamonds alternate crowfoot 
with solid in two colors. 

The most unusual check of- 
fered by Sandi comes in tone- 
on-tones, One of these combines 
soft beige with Italian luggage. 
The check design is encased 
within large windowpanes that 
feature original repeats, the pro- 
duction of which is said to be 


quite difficult. 

Fabrics produced by Sandi 
are directed primarily to the 
dress sportswear and children’s 
wear trade. The production of 
knitted swimwear fabrics are 
foreseen in the near future. 

Laminated goods are gener. 
ally made to a customer’s speci 
fications, but several basic lam. 
inated cottons are included with- 
in the line.

ning system which should give 
the most even yarn—the worsted 
system. 

In working with dyed yarns, 
concentration has been primarily 
on non-bulk yarns, as the pre- 
dyeing of yarns would defeat the 
purpose of a high-bulk yarn. 

A group of fabrics is now 
available which are well within 
commercial limits from a point 
of view of production as well as 
customer acceptance. There is 
no definitive answer to what is 
the best hand. For this reason 
the final choice must remain 
with the spinner, knitter and/or 
cutter. All samples have been 
processed commercially after 
having been spun by Chem- 
srand’s Applications Research 
Department. They have been 
dyed, knit and finished in a pro- 
duction plant. 


The Converter goods tend to be 
coarser. 

As a matter of record, double 
jersey of 100 per cent Acrilan 
will be run in considerable quan- 
tity this fall by one of the lead- 
ing double knit producers in the 
market. 

While double jersey fabric in 
100 per cent Acrilan is presently 
available to retailers and con- 
sumers, it is now that the inten- 
sive development work will 
begin. The future of the double 
jersey market, lies in the greater 
utility that a fiber such as Acrilan 
can contribute, and these devel 
opments will open up markets 
which currently are beyond the 
reach of the double jersey fab.

Testing 


Electronic Tension 


Recorder Developed 


HARVARD, Mass — An 
electronic tension recorder to 
show and record tension and its 
changes during spinning, twist- 
ing and other yarn processes 
has been introduced by Tensi- 
tron, Inc. 

The electronic tension re- 
corder, it is claimed, makes pos- 
sible for the first time, objective 
tension measurements during 
yarn spinning without breaking 
the roving, by using a micro- 
meter fine-adjustment for the 
sensing unit. A magnetic base 
fastens the transducer to the 


frame. 


Different tensioning devices, 
belt slippage, 
weight of traveler, speed of tra- 
verse, RPM, the difference be- 
tween sintered and steel rings, 


and other factors that influence 
tension from yarn ballooning to 
worn parts can be demonstrated 
objectively. 


The electronic tension re- 


corder registers tension changes 


not only during the traverse, but 
proves also the longer-time ten- 
sion variations when the yarn 
builds up on a bobbin, pirn or 


package, or is pulled off these 


put-ups. Tension variations dur- 
ing millisecond are resolved and 


changes shown between differ- 
ent methods of twisting, spinning 


and winding. 
Tension is sensed by a port- 
able electric tension transducer. 


The latter has the same — 


trigger action as on the standard 
Saxl trigger tension meters. By 
pulling the trigger the way a gun 
is cocked, the three prongs are 
parted. The filaments are placed 
between the two outer contacting 
pins and the tension feeler. Upon 
release, the yarn is lifted gently 
against the inner sensing ele 
ment, producing electric signals, 
which, after amplification, move 
the recorder. The latter is of the 
hot stylus type. 

Special transducers extend the 
use of the tension recorder to 
acid spun yarns and for the 
heavy tensions of tire cords and 
glass fibers.
